By CRACKED #2 (May 1958), the 
publisher wised up and got 
SEVERIN to do the cover. John 
has ben doing CRACKED covers 
nearly non-stop for close to 30 
years, totalling over 200 separate 
covers! This issue is also notable 
for the first appearance of artist 
BILL WARD, the first SHUT UPS 
and the first CRACKED movie 
parody. TV had already been 
lampooned in Issue #1. 


CRACKED COVER GALLERY 


Cover of CRACKED #1 (March 
1958) illustrated by BILL EVERETT. 
This cover, featuring SYLVESTER P. 
SMVTHE's first appearance, was 
designed and layed out by JOHN 
SEVERIN. When John brought the 
layout in and found out how little 
the publisher was willing to pay 
for the finished painting, he 
declined to do it and the layout 
was passed on to Bill, who 
created this interpretation. Bill 
created the SUB-MARINER for 
Marvel Comics in the 1930's and 
was a constant CRACKED 
contributor in the 50’s.

After he left the 
original MAD, he drew many articles 
lor CRACKED and then weiit on to 
do the LITTLE ANNE FANNY strip lor 
PLAYBOY along with HARVEY 
KURTZMAN.

look at the early CRACKED in this 
one As usual SEVERIN crams the 
panels with a million gags! Also 
Irom #6. December 1958. 

13— An example ol BILL BVERETTs 
cortoonier art. He's more well known 
lor his superhero work. This was 
originally in CRACKED's first issue 
Irom March 195& 

14— A regular contributor to the 
early CRACKS) was iftrstrotor GRAY 
MORROW, who went on to draw 
many comic books and strips 
17— Another artist who left the 
original MAD was JACK DAVIS, who 
did a whole load ol work for 
CRACKED, He is known.by millions 
lor his ad illos and magafine covere 
lor 'TIME and TV GUIDE. ThiS'article 
was in CRACKED #12, January 1960. 
Before there were punks or hippies, 
there were beatniks! 

19_This excellent piece was written 
by the piolilic GEORGE GLADIR and 
was his second article lor CRACKED. 
The lirst was CRACKED SPACE 
HELMETS, recently run in the GIANT 
CRACKED Sa-n SPECIAL (#43 March 
1986), Both stories were originally In 
CRACKED #25, July 1962. GLADIR still 


writes loT CRACKED and is also a 
senior writer at ARCHE comics. 

23—JACKIE GLEASON, known as 
the GREAT ONE to his Ians, was the 
Inspiration lor this article (He also 
provided the inspiration lor our 
lamous janitor on his show See 
details in the SYD/ESTER P SMYTHE 
tribute in CRACI^D COLLECTOR'S 
EDITION #67, Sept. 86) The art is by 
JOHN SEVERIN in one ol his great 
varied art styles. 

27— Even though BILL "WARD first 
drew the SHUT UPS leature. many 
artists lent their aeottve hand to the 
strip over the years. In CRACKED 
#46, September 1965. CHARLES 
RODRIGUES did his first SHUT UP 
page and this is it. He did the SHUT 
UPS lor the rest ol the 60's and most 
olthel970’s 

28— 'THE FLIPSIDES was a pilot for a 
TV cartoon by KRANTZ FILMS, who 
also animated SPIDER-MAN in the 
60's. It was scripted by GEORGE 
GLADIR and drawn by JOHN 
SEVERIN In another one ol his 
unique art styles SEV threw In many 
cameos by comic strip stars. It 
showed up in #52, June 1966. 

34 —The very lirst appearance ol' 
SAGEBRUSH, the wild western strip 
created by JOHN SEVERIN fiom #78, 
August 1969. 

36— 'When America landed on the 
moon in July 1969, everyone had 

moon madness! From #81, 
November 1969. 

40— HUDD 8c DM first appeared in 
CRACKED #76, which was just 
printed in the WAR ON LAW special 
ol CRACKED COUECTORS' EDITION 
(#66 May 1986), they were created by 
■VIC MARTIN and included here is 
an early appearance from #82, 
January 1970. 

41— HAWK looks into the touchy 
subject ol comic book heroes cond 
their avoidance ol the Vietnam 
issue ol the 70's. From #105, 
November 1972, 

45_FIRST DOLLAR was drawn by 
comics great BERNARD BAILY. BAIL Y 
created characters like the SPECTRE 
and HOURMAN tor DC Comics in the 


1940's and later had on art shop that 
produced comics for companies He 
worked on a lot of early CRACKEDs 
in the 50's and then again in the 
1970's like this piece Irom #107, 
March 1973. 

50— 'These are the first two HANG 
UPS, printed in #114. January 74 and 
#115, March 74 by JOHN SEVERIN. 
JOHN still contributes some HANG 
UPS to CRACKED and his daughter 
was drawing them lor awhile too 
54_MANNY dickering first 
appeared in issue #99 ol CRACKED 
(which was published in SUPER 
CRACKED #30, Spring 1986). Many 
artists drew the strip but it wasn't until 
this story (Irom #117, July 1974) that the 
artist most Identified with the 
CRACKED INTERVIEWS, the 
outrageous BILL WARD, began 
iilustroir^ NANNY Look forward to 
an ALL-NANNY Issue ol CRACKED 
COLLECTORS' EDITION later this 
summer. 

59— Artist HOWARD NOSTRAND, 

whose style was inspired by WALLY 
WOOD, JACK DAVIS and WILL EISNER 
drew a whe^e slew ol work lor 
CRACKED in the 70's, including some 
neat color pieces lor the GREAT 
MOMENT IN HISTORY series. This 
example is lii^ #14Z July 1977, 

62— A regular contributor since 
CRACKED #1, DON OREHEX took 
over the SHUT UPS with Issue #145. 
DON has been doing them almost 
non-step sinw that October 1977 
release and hcc earned the dubious 
title KING ol tl'^ SWJT VPS! 

63— The one film hkjsI representa¬ 
tive ol the 197Q's was file box office 
giant STAR WAIS. Here's CRACKED's 
parody lican #146. Noywnber 1977. It 
was written by resident satirist JOE 
CATALANO and drown by (suipriseD 
JOHN SEVERIN. 

70— CRACKED has had many photo 
caption lunhies .throughout the 
years, but this 'vras the first to be 
labeled the CRACKED lENS In #164 
October 1978. The feature is so 
popular that a photo comic of 
NANNY DICKERING is in the 
planning stages, starring model 
rocl®pBlBE BUELL as NANNY. 

72 —The ovei-popular TALKING 
BLOB stars in this one A creation ol 
JOE CATALANO and JOHN 
SEVERIN, the BLOB appeared In 
many solo stories plus all the 
CRACKED MO'VIES. Every BLOB story 
(except this one &om #171 September 
1980) appeared in KING-SIZED 
CRACKED #20. Summer 1986. He just 
showed up In the CRACKED MOVIE 
VI in #222 (Sept 86) and another 
BLOB solo will be coming up soon.

One of the earl let imitators ot CRACUO was a publication called 'Nuts.' Back in 1958. this 
oefuine decided the best way to ^mpete with CRACKED'S distinctive style would be to de- 
s^n itself around a cestral theme-that of nuts-instead of satirizing everything. Problems 
developed, however* 


Merchants hated the 
magarfne because it was 
the only one using 'nut' 
currency. Customers would 
continually pay with a 50 
nut bill, making change¬ 
giving difficult. {At the 
time, the smallest 
denomination, the peanut* 
was. in short supply. I 


Subscriptions were off everyv^ere except in 
hi^y wooded veas. It was later discovered 
that the majority of their audience consisted 
of squirrels between the ages of 6 and II* 
who were storing their magazines for winter 
food. 


Pompous Peanuts 
sued the magazine 
for 500*000 hazel 
nuts for using 
Baron Von Peanut 
a.^ their mascot 
without permission. 
As a result. ’Nuts' 
was deep in debt 
from the 
beginning. 


In keeping with toe theme and title, 
each copy of 'Nuts' was salted - 
readership never built up* because 
people found it very messy to real 
However, its pages did taste good 
wrapped around french fries. 


When something becomes a success, immsdiately there are imitators trying to ca^ m 
on its winning concept-be it cars, clothing cr even magazines—yes, magaxmes! Over 
the years, publication after publication has tried to capitalize on CRACKED'S awardwm- 
ning formula, but for aome reason or another, they have always missed the boat. Why7 
Well, judge for yourself as we present some sample pages from a few of the

Another imitator found CRACKED to be too sophisticated.'apples'thought 
being simpler, it could attract CRACKED'S readers white also winning over 
the neglected lower-age brackets. 



For a time, sales were 
good. This proved 
misleading however, 
as their largest 
readership were retail 
fruit distributors who 
thought It was a trade 
journal. 





Politics, sports, TV 
and the world were 
all considered too 
controversial, so 
they avoided these 
topics and only 
satirized things like 
animals, trading 
stamps and English 
muffins. 


As a result of this policy, the age of tneir audience was 
young (average reader age: 6 months). But this group 
failed to support the magazine because: A) They didrtl 
know how to walk (which made it hard for them to get 
to the newsstandsi B1 When they were given 35C to buy 
the magazine, they kept swallowing it. 


Finding CRACKED'S 
art too sophisticated, 
they eliminated fine 
art in favor of stick 
drawings. 


They thought words 
complicated the 
matter, so they used 
only pictures. This 
resulted in readers' 
parents feeling they 
were getting gyped by 
paying full price for 
only half as much. 


Pages had no numbers 
in hopes of attracting 
readers who couldn't 
count. What this 
actually did, was to 
confuse the printer, 
often causing him to 
begin a story with the 
page that was intended 
to end 11 



































Fool Magazifie/ established in 1970. felt CRACKED was ignoiing female readers, so they 
opted for more articles centering around them. However, they too failed, primarily h^ 
cause of poor judgement. Many of their articles (like "Housewives are Dumb Because... 1 
offended women while also alienating male readers.

CRACKED #6 (December 1958) 
had a cover illustrated by comics 
great RUSS HEATH. Russ is now 
designing characters for the G.l. 
JOE cartoon on TV, but we'd like 
to see him do some more 
CRACKED articles! At the time, 
many readers wrote in to object 
to the cracked eggs on the cover, 
saying it was too revolting. As a 
result, the publisher vowed 
never to show yolk on a cover 
again! This issue is also notable 
for artwork drawn by BILL ELDER 
and A! JAFFEE! 


CRACKED #12 (January 1960) 
sported this cover by JACK 
DAVIS. Jack graduated from 
drawing horror and humor 
comics to doing covers for 
magazines like TIME and TV 
GUIDE as well as illustrating for 
major advertising companies. 
Jack did a few covers for 
CRACKED and drew several 
articles. Over the next few issues, 
the character of SYLVESTER was 
refined by JOHN SEVERIN into 
the lovable little janitor we know 
today. By the way, the back cover 
Illustration by John is from 
CRACKED #17 (December 1960).
